Introduction 


The Information Commissioner is seeking feedback on her draft code of practice Age appropriate 
design: a code of practice for online services likely to be accessed by children (the code). 


The code will provide guidance on the design standards that the Commissioner will expect 
providers of online ‘Information Society Services’ (ISS), which process personal data and are 
likely to be accessed by children, to meet. 


The code is now out for public consultation and will remain open until 31 May 2019. The 
Information Commissioner welcomes feedback on the specific questions set out below. 


For this consultation, we will publish all responses except for those where the respondent 
indicates that they are an individual acting in a private capacity (e.g. a member of the public or a 
parent). All responses from organisations and individuals responding in a professional capacity 
(e.g. academics, child development experts, sole traders, child minders, education professionals) 
will be published.

Our application is intended for use by older adults and facilitates their accessing 
community transport in areas that are poorly served by public transport. Many of 
these users are reluctant to engage with technology and introducing additional 
requirements on them to verify their age is likely to represent a significant barrier to 
use of the application. In the process of trying to protect one (very important) 
sector (i.e. children), there is a significant risk of deterring use of technology that 
can lead to a significant improvement in the quality of life and wellbeing of another 
sector (elderly and socially isolated adults). Children are remarkably adept at 
circumventing checks and controls whereas less technically 'savvy' adults are likely 
to be deterred by even relatively simple checks.

Some larger businesses are likely to seek to 
offer single-sign-in across a wide variety of online services, which could lead to 
intrusive commercial tracking of children and adults and potentially devastating 
personal impacts in the event of a data breach.
